I, Patrick Romain, declare as follows: I am First Vice President, Senior Counsel, 
Corporate Law in the Office of General Counsel of Merrill Lynch & Co., Inc. 

I have personal knowledge of the following facts: 

a. Mr. Emerson P. Jones left the employ of Merrill Lynch on about February 6, 2002. I 
know that he is now employed by Goldman Sachs & Co.
